Enrollment at MPC reached a 
new high of 1,500 day students in 
two days last week under a new, 
accelerated system of registration. 

Students were registered at the 
average rate of 100 students an 
hour in the Armory. 

The system, strange to returning 
sophomores, started with pre-re- 
gistration during the summer to 
determine major requirements, 
A.A. degree requirements, and 


elective courses available. 
At the final registration session 


last Thursday and Friday, students 
went to tables designated for their 
individual majors for programing 
by time and section. Here also final 
registration forms were signed 
quickly and efficiently. 

The new system employed 
entire faculty and most of 
ASMPC student government for 
the two day operation, plus the 
special services of other depart- 
ments. A huge card file system was 
set up with each slot holding as 
many IBM cards as required to 
fill a class.

Dr. Malik’s topic will be “The 
Struggle for Peace,” a long-time 
concern of the philosopher-states- 
man. Dr. Malik served as Presi- 
dent of the General Assembly in 
1958-1959, and has been active in 
UN affairs since its inception. He 
served with the UN Commission 
on Human Rights as chairman, 
succeeding the late Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. He also assisted in 
drafting the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights, passed by the 
UN in 1948. 


A philosophy professor, Dr. 
Malik has taught at the American 
University of Beirut in Lebanon 
and at the School of International 
Service of the American Univer- 
sity, Washington, D.C. 


Following Dr. Malik, John 
Ciardi, renowned poet, critic and 
educator, will speak October 25. 

Mr. Ciardi is poetry editor of the 


“Saturday Review,” and currently 
is host for the CBS discussion pro- 
gram “Accent.” He has been a pro- 
fessor at Rutgers University, and 
an assistant professor at Harvard. 
He graduated from Tufts, did 
graduate work at the University of 
Michigan, and recently received an 
honorary Litt.D. from his alma 
mater, Tufts. He has won many 
prizes for his work.

Two of the twelve are adminis- 
trators: Vice-President, Dr. Mer- 
lin Eisenbise, formerly of Citrus 
College; and new Dean of the Eve- 
ning Division, Mr. John Schaub, 
formerly of Hartnell. 

Dr. Eisenbise graduated from La 
Verne College with an A.B., and 
later went to Claremont Graduate 
School to obtain his M.A. He grad- 
uated from the University of Con- 
necticut with his Ph.D. He was 
at Citrus college 19 years, serving 
as Director, Registrar and Dean of 
Admissions. He also served as As- 
sistant-Supervisor for Educational 
Services for Citrus College Dis- 
trict. 

Mr. John Schaub- graduated 
from California Polytechnic Col- 
lege with his B.S. and M.A. He 
was at Hartnell eight years, and 
was Dean of the Evening Division 
four years. He has done graduate 
work at San Jose State and the 
University of California at Santa 
Barbara. He is a member of many 
professional organizations.

Effective Financial Aid 


Money is generally acknowledged to be a problem. Especially for 
the student who, scholastically qualified but financially unable, would 
like to continue his education beyond the junior college to a four year 
college or university. 

The small scholarship, which seems to be a help, is actually a hin- 
drance. A scholarship for $50 to $150 doesn’t help very much when the 
cost for one year’s studies ranges between $1,000 and $1,500. 

_The small scholarship does have its place at the junior college. At 
that level, $50 is a large proportion of the overall cost. This amount will 
buy textbooks quite easily. If the student is living at home, there 1s 
practically no other cost, except transportation. 

A scholarship implies that the recipient has shown himself capable 
of advanced work, and that he has shown the motivation required to 
make the scholarship a good investment. Why not seek to make the 
scholarship meaningful? A student qualified for a scholarship should be 
effectively helped to continue his education. 

For the student who has worked hard to qualify for financial help, 
a pat on the back and a check for $50 comes as a disappointment. This 1s 
especially true if he had planned on getting a scholarship which would 
really assist him in continuing education.

California Adds Four 


Four new junior colleges will 
open in California this fall, bring- 
ing the number to 72, as compared 
with 68 last year. 


The new ones are Merced, Mt. 
San Jacinto, Mesa (San Diego), 
and Rio Honde (previously called 
Whittier). Next fall at least two 
new districts will be formed. These 
are West Valley District, Santa 
Clara County and San Luis Obispo 
County JC District. MPC is one of 
the present 46 JC Districts. 
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
